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MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 


The American Association of Teachers of Italian was organized 
at the annual meeting of the Italian section of the Modern Language 
Association of America, held at the University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, 28 December, 1923. The meeting of the Italian section at 
the University of Pennsy lvania the year before had decided that a 
larger association would be of great use in promoting the study and 
teaching of the Italian language and literature in this country, and had 
authorized the appointment of a committee to report at the meeting in 
1923 a plan of organization. The following committee was appointed: 
Professor Charles H. Grandgent, Professor James E. Shaw, Professor 
Bruno Roselli, Professor Agnes R. Riddell, Professor Ernest H. 
Wilkins, Professor Kenneth McKenzie, chairman. A tentative con- 
stitution for the prospective Association, drawn up by this committee, 
was submitted to the meeting for discussion. After prolonged and 
careful consideration of each article and section, the constitution 
was adopted in the form in which it is presented in this Bulletin. The 
officers for the vear 1924 were then elected, and subsequently the 
executive council appointed the Secretary-Treasurer to act as editor 
of the Bulletin. 

As this first number of the Bulletin goes to press, 99 persons have 
shown their interest and confidence in the new association by becom- 
ing members; of these, two are life members, 74 active, 23 associate. 
At the beginning it may be that members will derive their chief satis- 
faction from sharing in the ever-increasing influence of the Associa- 
tion, and from aiding it to contribute to the attainment of its purpose, 
until the value and importance of this purpose are generally recog- 
nized and the study of Italian comes to have its rightful place in high 
schools, private schools, colleges and universities of this country. 
But as the Association grows in numbers and influence, it is to be 
expected that the Bulletin will become more and more interesting 
and valuable, and the annual meetings more and more important. 


A nation-wide Association, such as this is intended to be, can 
accomplish, by concentrated and co-ordinated effort, far more than 
will result from the efforts of individuals or local groups. For several! 
vears the Italian Teachers’ Association of New York City has been 
in successful operation, and has accomplished much for the benefit 
of its members as well as in securing the introduction of Italian into 
many schools as a recognized study. The Italy-America Society has 
done a useful work in developing friendly intellectual relations be- 
tween the two countries. The newly organized Istituto di Coltura 
Italiana is also of great potential importance. The officers of these 
above-named organizations have expressed themselves 
friendly to the new Association, and as desirous of co-operating with 
it in every possible way. The method of such co-operation has still 
to be worked out. 

Something should be said as to the special field which the new 
association expects to occupy in distinction from the three organiza- 
tions just mentioned; and in particular, as to the reasons which led 
to the adoption of the constitutional provisions (1) that only mem- 
bers of The Modern Language Association of America are eligible for 
active membership in The American Association of Teachers of 
Italian; and (2) that the meetings shall in general coincide with the 
meetings of The Modern Language Association of America. The 
main reason for the eligibility provision for active membership is the 
desire to maintain the definitely professional basis of the Association. 
Teachers of Italian should not feel that they are excluded from active 
membership by this provision, since they can readily join the Modern 
Language Association of America, and thus show their professional 
lovalty, as well as their interest in efficiency of linguistic instruction 
and in scholarly research and interpretation. In this way they not 
only serve their own professional interests, but collaborate substan- 
tially in the task of securing for the study of Italian the place which it 
merits in American education. Those whose aims are more modest, 
but who are still interested in the study of Italian, may become associ- 
ate members; the direction of the Association, however, will remain 
in the hands of those who are sufliciently interested in its purpose to 
become active members. 

In this connection, it is well to emphasize the fact that all modern 
language teachers have a common cause, in the necessity of resisting 
attempts which are now being made in various quarters, to eliminate 
or reduce the study and teaching of all foreign languages and litera- 
tures in our schools, in favor of subjects alleged to be more practical. 
In the face of these attacks on the work of our profession as a whole, 
the attempt to push Italian to the front at the expense of French or 
German, Spanish or Latin, would be ill-advised. Many of the 
advantages claimed for the study of Italian are shared in greater or 
less degree by other languages: the disciplinary value of all language 
study, when proper methods are employ ed; the broadening effect of a 
know ledge of other languages than one’s own, and the practical use of 
these languages in business, in society, in travel; the sympathetic un- 
derstanding of foreign peoples through knowledge of their languages; 
the ability to read, in the original, scientific books, periodical litera- 
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ture, and the masterpieces of poetry, fiction and drama. In all these 
respects the value of Italian is very great; for instance, the use of 
Italian scientific publications in all branches of knowledge is constant- 
ly increasing, and in some branches is indispensable for advanced 
study and research. Manv cultivated persons who are familiar with 
Italian art and history and who study the works of Dante in transla- 
tion, know little or nothing of Italy as a progessive modern nation 
which not only has made supreme contributions to the progress of 
civilization, but whose contributions in the present and the future 
will certainly bear comparison with those of any other nation. But, 
after all, it is in regard to the contributions which Italy has already 
made in the realms of thought and imagination—the fine arts, poetry, 
philosophy, pure and applied science, education, politics —that the 
claims of Italian as a necessary element in our educational program 
are unique and indisputable. It is to be expected that in the future 
many American students in all branches of knowledge will wish to 
study in Italy, whether at the Iialian government Universities, at the 
American Academy in Rome, or at the Summer Courses for forcigners 
in Rome and Florence; and such students should have every oppor- 
tunity to learn Italian in the schools and colleges of this country, in 
order to take advantage to the full of the very great facilities now open 
to them in Italy. It is a matter for congratulation that the College 
Entrance Examination Board has established an examination in 
Italian similar in character to the examinations now held in French, 
German, and Spanish; and that many Universities accept credit in 
Italian for entrance. 

At the same time, an immediate rapid expansion would not be so 
desirable as a steady and solid growth; a sudden demand for large 
numbers of properly trained teachers would be difficult to meet. One 
function of our Association may well be to aid and counsel voung men 
and women in preparing themselves as teachers of Italian. Obviously, 
Italian birth and fluency in speaking some Italian dialect or even the 
Jiterary language are not in themselves sufficient qualifcations for a 
teacher, any more than being born in England or in New England is a 
sufficient qualification, without careful training, for a teacher of 
English. Italians who intend to teach their native language must, 
in their use of good English and in their general culture as well as in 
their preparation for teaching their special subject, reach the Jevel of 
the very best teachers of other subjects; and as already suggested, 
they should show their professional attitude by joining other foreign 
noguegs teachers in the professional associations.’ Only by such 

eans can they secure due respect and consideration for themselves 
saa for Italian as a subject of academic study. In spite of the tradi- 
tional friendship of the two countries, the bulk of Italian immigra- 
tion to the United States, worthy of respect and of a sympathetic 
welcome as it is, has not brought to Americans an appreciation of the

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intellectual life of modern Italy. It is precisely the best elements of 
this intellectual life that every Italian teacher ought to represent to 
his pupils. We all know of cases where this has been accomplished 
not only successfully but brilliantly; in some cases it has not been 
seriously attempted. On the other hand, American students who are 
preparing themselves to teach Italian should receive encouragement 
and all kinds of facilities for study, both in this country and in Italy. 
It is too soon to announce in detail the plans which the American 
Association of Teachers of Italian hopes to develop, but its general 
purposes are evident: to increase throughout this country the interest 
in Italian studies, to improve the quality of instruction, to secure a 
high grade of teachers, to assist in providing means by which both 
Italians and Americans may be trained to teach Italian, to secure and 
distribute information concerning the intellectual interests 
del bel paese la dove il si suona.

CONSTITUTION OF TILE ASSOCIATION 
ARTICLE I 
NAME 

The name of this association shall be The American Association of Teachers of 
Italian. 

ARTICLE II 
PURPOSE 

The purpose of this association shall be to promote the study of the Italian 

language and literature in the United States and Canada. 
ARTICLE III 

Section 1. The membership of this association shall be composed of three classes, 
active, associate and honorary. 

Section 2. Active membership shall be open to all members of the Modern 
Language Association of America who teach Italian or who are preparing to teach 
Italian. 

Section 3. Associate membership shall be open to other persons interested in the 
study and teaching of Italian. 

Section 4. Honorary members, whose number shall not exceed twenty, may be 
elected by the Association on nomination by the Executive Council. 

Section 5. Application for active or associate membership may be made to the 
Secretary-Treasurer, who shall submit the names of applicants to the Pxecutive 
Council; all persons receiving the aflirmative vote of the majority of the Executive 
Council shall become members of the Association upon payment of the annual dues. 

ARTICLE IV 
OFricers 

Section 1. The oflicers shall be a president, two vice-presidents, a secretary- 
treasurer, and an executive council consisting of these five officers and three other 
members. 

Section 2. These ollicers shall be elected at the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE V 

Section 1. Annual dues for active members shall be $2.00; for associate mem- 

bers $1.00; honorary members are exempt from the payment of dues. 
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Section 2. Any member whose payment of dues is in arrears for more than one 
year may be dropped from membership in the association. 

Section 3 Any member or any person eligible to membership may become a life 
member by making a single payment of $25.00. 

ARTICLE VI 
ANNUAL MEETING 

Section 1. The association shall meet annually at a time and place selected by 
the Executive Council. In general the annual meeting shall coincide with a meeting of 
the Modern Language Association of America. 

Section 2. The active members present shall constitute a quorum, provided 
notice has been sent to all members at least three weeks before the time of the meeting. 
ARTICLE VII 

OFFICIAL Bu.LETIN 

The association shall issue a bulletin at intervals to be determined by the Execu- 

tive Council, which shall appoint annually an editor and two consulting editors. 
ARTICLE VIII 
By-Laws AND AMENDMENTS 

Section 1. By-laws may be adopted by a majority vote at any annual meeting of 
the association. 

Section 2. Amendments to the constitution may be adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the active members present at any annual meeting, provided notice of the proposed 
amendment has been sent to the Secretary-Treasurer in time to be submitted to the 
members of the association with the call of the meeting.

The College Entrance Examination Board,431 West 117th Street, 
New York, recently adopted three interesting resolutions: I. That the 
College Entrance Examination Board approve and confirm the action 
of the Committee of Review in making arrangements whereby an 
examination in Italian may be held in 1924; Il. That the Beard 
establish an examination in Italian similar in character to the examin- 
ations now held in French, German and Spanish; Il. That the 
Committee of Review be authorized to appoint a commission to 
prepare a definition of the requirement in Italian. 
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The full membership of the proposed Committee will be: Profes- 
sor George B. Weston, Harvard University, Chairman; Professor 
George L. Hamilton, Cornell University; Professor Margaret H. 
Jackson, Wellesley College; Professor Kenneth McKenzie, Univer- 
sity of Illinois; Director Mario E. Cosenza, Townsend Harris Hall, 
New York City; Mr. Leonardo Covello, DeWitt Clinton High School, 
New York City; Mr. J. H. Sasserno, Roxbury Latin School, Boston, 
Mass. 

Professor Mario E. Cosenza, President of the Italian Teachers 
Association, gives, in his second Annual Report, some very inter- 
esting statistics on the increased number of students of Italian in the 
High Schools of New York City, and also a list of Colleges accepting 
Italian for entrance.

SPRING AND SUMMER COURSES IN ITALY 


Interesting courses will be given, as usual, during the summer, 
in Florence and in Rome. 

In Florence, it is definitely announced that there will be two 
series of courses, one beginning May 12, 1924, and ending May 31, and 
including lectures on the literature, art, history, politics and econom- 
ics of Italy by Professors Mazzoni, Salvemini, Marinelli, Garbasso 
and Dalla Volta. The other series, beginning July 21 and lasting 
until September 8, will include similar courses. The fee for each term 
is 150 lire. The examination fee is 50 lire. A certificate will be given 
at the end of the term. For further information write to: Segretario 
dei Corsi per Stranieri, Piazza S. Marco 2, Florence. 

In Rome, two different opportunities are open. First, the 
University of Rome will give lectures and courses of study similar to 
those offered last year, extending probably from July 1 to September 
1. The courses will be open to students and teachers of American 
and Canadian Universities and High Schools. Specific information 
will be supplied, a little later, by the Italy America Society, 25 West 
43rd Street, New York. Secondly, announcement has been made of 
the opening of an Intercollegiate Italian School—a travel-school— 
in Rome during the summer of 1924, designed especially for those 
who are teaching or expect to teach the Italian language or who wish 
to improve their knowledge of Italian art, history and literature. 
Travel arrangements will be made by the ‘“‘Tremple Tours.” There 
will be excursions to the famous sites in Italy, from tip to toe of the 
peninsula, as well as travels in Switzerland and France. For further 
information, address Professor Albert E. Bailey, Educational Director 
Intercollegiate Tours, 65 Franklin Street, Boston, Massachusetts.
